These cadet» 
were named in honor of a governor of 
Alabama. 


After his discharge from the army, 
Mr. Thpmas came back to Chattanooga 
and in 1867 went Into the grocery bus­ 
iness with his brother, I. W. Thomas, 
under the firm name of I. W. and A. 
R. Thomas. They continued this busi­ 
ness for two years when they estab­ 
lished the first departm ent store in 
Chattanooga, which they operated for 
10 years. They then sold the business 
and I. W. Thomas went to Oregon, but 
A. R. Thomas remained here and en­ 
tered the hotel business on Lookout 
mountain near the Natural Bridge, a 
place he had In the meantime pur­ 
chased. He later leased the old Look­ 
out Mountain house and operated both. 
This was in 1877. 
After six years he 
sold his property and the lease to the 
Mountain house. 
Later the N atural 
Bridge hotel was burned and the Look­ 
out Mountain house was burned only 
a few weeks ago. 


Mr. Thomas says that before 
he 
came into possession of the old Look­ 
out Mountain house, there lived on 
the mountain near the present site of 
the hotel, a Mr. Foster, father of Mrs. 
F red Weihl. 
Mr, Foster kept the toll 
gate for Mrs. WhitesiAes on the moun­ 
tain road, and his home waa right on 
the brow of the mountain where the 
road now runs.

L ater a man named Southwick pur­ 
chased all of Mrs. W hitesides’ holdings 
on the mountain for <43,000. He tore 
down the old Foster residence and 
built him a home on the site of the 
aid hotel. Southwick fell down on hi» 
payments and Mrs. Whitesides took 
the property back, including the old 
Southwick home. 
This old house was 
then converted into a hotel and great- 
ly enlarged and it was after this that 
Mr. Thomas leased and operated the 
hostelry. 


When he sold out he entered the 
real estate business, but retired from 
active business some years ago. 


* The old atore of I. W. and A. R. 
Thomas was located on Market street 
near Fourth, which was then the cen­ 
ter of the business section of the city. 
Mr Thomas is a member of all the 
branches of Masonry being the oldest 
charter member of Lookout comman- 
dery. 
During his active yeare Mr, 
Thomas took a leading part in all 
civic activities of the city and waa 
something, too, of a policeman.
